CHICAGO POLICE SHOOTING VIDEO RELEASE 
REFLECTS CHANGE IN POLICY, NOT POLICING

A s Chicago officials continue to try 
to repair the political damage and 
distrust sown by past police abus- 
es, disturbing new video emerged 
Friday that illustrates how much has changed 
in recent months and how much has not. 

On one hand, city officials acted with un- 
characteristic speed to release video of the 
fatal shooting of Paul O’Neal, an African- 
American i8-year-old who crashed into police 
vehicles in a stolen Jaguar convertible July 28. 
Breaking with long-standing practice, police 
Superintendent Eddie Johnson almost imme- 
diately revoked the police powers of the three 
officers who fired shots, saying it appeared 
they’d violated policy 


But the videos the city released indicated 
in painfully clear detail that issues that have 
plagued the department— including insuffi- 
cient training and tactical blunders leading to 
questionable uses of force —remain unresolved. 

Departmental policy specifically bans shoot- 
ing at a car when it is the lone threat, but the 
videos show that officers fired about 15 shots 
at the fleeing Jaguar on a leafy typically quiet 
South Shore block before the sports car plowed 
into a police SUV down the street. Other offi- 
cers appeared to be directly in the line of fire 
when police shot at the fleeing vehicle. 

After O’Neal ran from the Jaguar, police 
chased him into a backyard, firing about five 
more shots and then handcuffing him as he lay 
dying. O’Neal, who was unarmed, died of a gun- 


shot wound to the back, 
authorities have said. 

While the body cam- 
era of the officer who 
fired at O’Neal in the 
yard was not record- 
ing— for unexplained 
reasons— as he fired the 
shots, it was turned on after the shootings, 
raising questions as to how well officers on 
the street know how to work the newly intro- 
duced cameras. The devices the officers wore 
nonetheless captured potentially damning 
comments afterward. 

The officer who fired his gun in the backyard 
said he thought O’Neal might have been shoot- 
ing at him from the speeding Jaguar, when in 
fact his colleagues had been firing on the car. 

That officer also said that when he opened 
fire on O’Neal, “I didn’t know if he was armed 
or not.” 

CITY’S, CPD RESPONSE 

The shooting and response represent a test 
of a city and a department in the early stages 
of a reform effort sparked by the release 
eight months ago of video of a white officer 
shooting black teenager Laquan McDonald 
16 times. The U.S. Justice Department is 


investigating whether the department has 
systematically violated citizens’ rights, and 
Mayor Emanuel has introduced a raft of 
reforms aimed at getting in front of any 
potential federally enforced changes. 

On Saturday, Johnson told reporters about 
the difficulties of policing and the “split- 
second decisions” that are often a matter of 
life and death. 

“Listen, I’ve been involved in four police 
shootings and countless incidents where we 
had stolen autos. It’s not easy being the po- 
lice,” Johnson said at a news conference in the 
lobby of police headquarters. He didn’t elabo- 
rate about those experiences but said: “This 
is a difficult job and most people don’t under- 
stand that because they’ve never had to do it.” 

Johnson called the decision to release the 
footage the “beginning of a more transparent 
process” in how the city investigates an officer 
who has shot someone. 

Prosecutors have yet to review the case, a 
spokeswoman for the Cook County state’s at- 
torney’s office said, as the department and the 
Independent Police Review Authority gather 
evidence. IPRA, frequently criticized for cur- 
sory investigations that have almost always 
cleared officers, is also under new leadership 
and has proved more willing recently to rule

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that police violated policy in shootings, partic- 
ularly in cases involving officers firing into cars. 

Emanuel said in a statement that Johnson’s 
quick move to strip the officers’ police pow- 
ers after the shooting “underscores the funda- 
mental change in how the city handles police 
shootings.” 

The three officers— who have not been 
publicly identified— are to remain stripped of 
their authority pending the investigations, of- 
ficials said. 

FAMILY, ACTIVISTS’ RESPONSE 

The video’s release is likely to mark only the 
start of the fallout over the incident. Activists 
shouted down Johnson as he tried to speak 
outside police headquarters Friday and more 
protests were promised. A police spokesman 
said the agency would take a “hard look” at 
the training and tactics at play in the incident. 

Attorney Michael Oppenheimer, who has 
sued the department on behalf of O’Neal’s 
family, called the footage “beyond horrific” 
and said he plans to call for a special prosecu- 
tor to look into the shooting. 

“There is no question in my mind that 
criminal acts were committed,” said Oppen- 
heimer, a former prosecutor. “What I saw was 
pretty cold-blooded.” 

O’Neal’s sister Briana Adams, 22, tearfully 
told reporters her family found the videos 
devastating. She said her brother had graduat- 
ed from high school and wanted to go to trade 
school and perhaps work for ComEd. 

“We was really hurt,” Adams said. “We just 
want answers — the truth.” 

WHAT THE VIDEOS SHOW 

The wide introduction of body cameras was a 
main element of Emanuel’s proposal to reform 
the department, and a key question remained 
after the release of the video: Why wasn’t the 
camera attached to the officer who shot at 
O’Neal in the yard operating during the shoot- 
ing, when it was somehow activated afterward? 

The matter remains under investigation, 
and the camera was either affected by the 
crash or not turned on by the officer, Police 
Department spokesman Frank Giancamilli 
said. The officers had received the cameras 
no more than 10 days before the shooting, 
Giancamilli said, and did not have much time 
to familiarize themselves with the gear. “User 
error” might have been a factor, he said. 

The nine clips from dashboard and body 
cameras— clear, loud and harrowing— show 
what happened as O’Neal drove up to police 
about 7:30 p.m. July 28 in the 7400 block of 
South Merrill Avenue. The Jaguar he was driv- 
ing was reported stolen in suburban Boling- 
brook, and officials there said video tied 
O’Neal and other men to a spree of car thefts. 

The video clips show the Jaguar rolling to- 
ward a police SUV, passing between the SUV 
and a parked car, striking one of the vehicles. 
One officer — his gun drawn while still in his 


vehicle— jumps out of the passenger side of 
the SUV and opens fire on the Jaguar as it 
moves past. 

The officer sprays bullets from his hand- 
gun, striking his own vehicle at least once and 
appearing to come close to hitting another of- 
ficer standing across the street. As the Jaguar 
moves into the distance, both officers fire. 
The officers fire about 15 shots in about five 
seconds, and they are firing in the direction of 
another police SUV down the street. 

The video shows O’Neal’s flight in the Jag- 
uar ending as he barrels head-on into a police 
SUV After that, an officer can be heard yell- 
ing, “Emergency, emergency let me see your 


[bleepjing hands, hands up!” 

The clips show that O’Neal ran from the 
car after it hit the SUV, and officers from 
that vehicle ran after him, with the officers 
who had fired on the Jaguar following behind. 
About 20 seconds after the crash, five shots 
can be heard on the body cameras worn by of- 
ficers other than the shooter. 

While the videos include extensive footage 
filmed before and after the incident, less than 
a minute elapses between the first collision 
and police shooting at O’Neal in the backyard. 

In the aftermath, the video shows officers 
crowding around the collapsed O’Neal, his 
back and shirt soaked in blood. As police 


handcuff O’Neal, an officer can be heard say- 
ing, “{Bleepjing shoot at us.” 

The footage caught the officers talking after 
the shooting, and their comments capture the 
confusion over what happened and their con- 
cern over their justification for the shooting. 

The officer who shot at the Jaguar as it sped 
away was recorded saying to another officer, 
“I shot at the car after it almost hit you.” 

“{Bleep], man, I’m going to be on the desk 
for 30 goddamn days now,” he says. 

Footage from the officer who said he be- 
lieved he shot O’Neal in the yard indicated 
that he thought the shots he heard during the 
vehicle pursuit were coming from the Jaguar 
as it sped at him. He acknowledged to an- 
other officer that he fired without knowing if 
O’Neal had a weapon. 

Later, that officer suggested O’Neal was 
armed, though police found he was not, the 
video shows. 

“Dude, I heard shots. I don’t {bleep]ing 
know, man. When he came out the yard, he 
shot at me,” the officer said. 

The officers’ reactions to the shooting dis- 
turbed representatives of O’Neal’s family 

Oppenheimer, the family’s lawyer, said, 
“They did everything but high-five each other.” 

He said the videos expose the need to im- 
prove officer training. 

“This goes down to training on race, this 
goes down to training on the community” 
Oppenheimer said. “There’s a lot that needs 
to be done. Some of it has been done. We have 
a long way to go.”

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Born Chris Smith Jr., Smino was raised in 
North St. Louis and got his musical education 
early “I’m a musician. I’m into everything. My 
mama sang and my dad played piano — Sunday 
morning you can catch them still doing that 
at church. We’re like a whole musical Addams 
family” He first started rapping because of his 
older cousin. “In first grade, I wrote my first 
rap on my homework. I got in trouble be- 
cause I was talking about robbing people and 
stuff— I was 7 or 8 years old,” he remembered, 
laughing. 

In 2010, Smino moved to Chicago to at- 
tend Columbia College and study media man- 
agement. “I just wanted to know the business. 
I learned a lot. The only class I passed with 
flying colors was my Art of the Recording 
Business class,” he recalled. It was there that 
he met the people who would make this city 
his second home. “My cousin Drea took me 
to [clothing store] Leaders 1354, and I met 
Caleb James and Stefan Ponce. They took me 
to some basketball court, and at the court, ev- 
eryone I’d know and become close with were 
out there hooping,” he remembered. 

Smino continued, “This dude there named 
Jeff Qackson], he was one of the founding en- 
gineers at Classick— he took me to the crib 


and introduced me to everyone at the studio. 
I wrote a song that same night, and [studio 
founder] Chris Classick came home and was 
like, ‘Yo, what the [bleep] is this?’ and then 
offered me free recording time and a place to 
chill. Since 2010 , 1 haven’t paid a dime for stu- 
dio time.” (Classick is now Smino’s manager.) 

When he dropped out after two semesters 
at Columbia, Smino moved back to St. Louis, 
jumping back between Chicago and Milwau- 
kee, to ignite his music career. He performed 
under a variety of monikers including his birth 
name, Smeezy and YDOC (Young Dumb and 
Out of Control), a duo he formed with St. 
Louis rapper Bari Allen. He settled on Smino 
because he was inspired by “New Jack City” 
character Nino Brown. 

He moved back to Chicago in 2013 be- 
cause he saw what he had left behind. “I saw 
all these people in 2010 that were doing their 
thing, like Drea with Pyyramids, Chance [the 
Rapper] free-styling outside Columbia Col- 
lege and Vic Mensa coming through the stu- 
dio,” he recalled. Things were different when 
he came back: “Three years later, Chance was 
dropping Acid Rap,’ and Classick Studios was 
in this big, new building. I was like, ‘This is 
exactly what I thought Chicago was going to

do.’ I had to stay I want this at my home in St. 
Louis.” But, as he says, “there’s only so much 
that you can do in St. Louis. It’s fun, but there’s 
no infrastructure music-wise. If you want to 
do something like this, it’s really hard.” 

The next year, things picked up when he 
met producer Booker. “I was in this room [at 
Classick Studios] making a beat, and he just 
walked in and then he put some strings or 
something on my beat, and it was so hot. We 
went in the next room and then started crack- 
ing jokes, laughing and laughing. We then 
played each other’s music. It was so instant.” 
As Smino said this, like clockwork, Booker 


himself walked into the room, corroborated 
the story and sat on the couch to go look at 
shoes on his laptop. 

Their chemistry is nearly tangible, not just 
in their music, where Smino’s dynamically 
soulful flow ebbs unpredictably between rap- 
ping and singing over Booker’s percussion- 
heavy found-sounds and largely sample-free 
production, but also in person— they’re clear- 
ly best friends. 

Late last year, Smino released two stunning 
EPs. First, “S!CK S!CK SICK,” which was 
executive-produced by Booker, was released 
on his birthday in October, and Pigeons and 
Planes were the first to write about it. “It all 
really started going up from that point” he 
said. “It happened really organically, like I 
didn’t have PR or anything, it was just like 
people finding out about it however they 
could.” 

The second EP Smino released in 2015 was 
his best yet, “Blkjuptr,” which was also fully 
produced by Booker. Featuring the title track, 
arguably his best song to date, and a themati- 
cally and sonically cohesive five tracks, it’s the 
kind of tape to make anyone a fan. 

“When I wrote [closing track] ‘Oxygen,’ it 
all made sense. From the first song I wrote, 
‘Blkjuptr’ to ‘Oxygen,’ I could fill in the gaps 
and beef it up,” Smino recalled. While he 
released it in December on Soundcloud, he 
decided to re-release it on retailers like Apple 
Music and Spotify and is surprised by the con- 
tinued positive reaction. He joked, “It’s crazy 
how people are about it like, you know y’all 
heard this already right?” 

Smino’s now focused on his upcoming proj- 
ect. Last month, he released a soulful song 
called “Kajun” with Jean Deaux and Phoelix. 
“That’s going to be on the project. I’m not 
calling it the single, it was just something I 
thought the world needs — a relaxing song 
about being happy” He played some songs off 
the forthcoming project, including one that 
references INOJ’s “My Boo,” and I believed 
him when he told me, “This is the best mu- 
sic I have made in my life to this day Period.” 
Also produced almost entirely by Booker, the 
upcoming mixtape also comes from a more 
mature perspective: “Everything I was really 
trying to say on ‘Blkjuptr’ is really going to be 
said on this project,” Smino said. 

Smino’s biggest show to date was his Lolla- 
palooza performance last weekend. He drew 
a sizable crowd for so early in the day, and 
he more than brought it with his full band, 
including Silent Party Music, guitarist Brian 
Sanborn and a team of dancers and backup 
vocalists along with guest Jean Deaux. 

While he’s always going to rep St. Lou- 
is— he even brought out Allen, his longtime 
friend from his hometown— it was clear as 
the local crowd chanted “Zero Fatigue” that 
Chicago, whether he wants it to or not, has 
adopted him.
